The 1(k ;itiii!i 
of the ;iccideiit was at a short curve and 
ii'i explanation of what was resjionsilile 
for the trouble eonld be ascertained. 
Everything was in its proper sliape aji- 
parently ;ind the engine and its tenner 
were proceedinK ;d mg at the usual 
speed, when, without any wiiriiini.'. tin; 
engine left tlie track and went liuniji 
ing along over the ties, liaiinou, the 
conductor, and McKeoii. the fireman, 
leaped for their lives at the moineiit the 
engine toppled over across tlii> west- 
bonnd track before the others of tlie 
2rew were nble to save thein'<<'lvcs from 
being crnsluil beneath the weight of the 
boiler.

As the importiinr business was almost 
exclusively in the hands of the Armen- 
ians financial di.saster must overtake- 
Siv;is wlien the fury of the storm 
blood :ind greed has subsided. 

The stricken Armenians slowly gath- 
ered the mauKled remains of thenr kins- 
men and buried them in a great trench 
in the cemetery. 

The Armenian villages in the vicinity 
were also looted aitd the people left to 
beg and die. The winter will bring 
terrible stiffering to all the living vic> 
tims of the outrages. 

A high official, in a position to know, 
declares that the massacres were the 
deliberate act of the sultan's vengeance 
for having been compelled to grant the 
reforms in Armenia demanded by the 
powers. 

A few of the Turkish shops were at- 
tacked to afford as a pretext on which t'> 
accuse the Armenians of having started 
the disorder. 

It is asserted that the Kaimakuu of 
Guerin. wheie there are 6,000 Armen- 
ians, tele^irajihed to tho Vali of Sivas:
